How to Make Hot Beds 


You will find lots of pictures and deserip- 


‘tions printed showing how to make a hotbed, 


but from my own practical experience,. con- 
sider most of the printed directions wrong in 
showing a box frame going clear down’ the 
bottom of the pit, as most of them do. 


T have made hundreds of hotbeds, and my 
plan is to dig an ordinary hole in:the ground, 
two or three feet deep and a little. larger than 
the size of the hotbed I expect to make. For 
instance, if I am going to make a six-foot 
bed make the hole about seven feet across. 


T then fill this full of manure, preferably 
fresh horse manure with plenty of straw in 
it, distribute it evenly and tramp it down sol- 
idly so that when finished it is at least four 
inches above the.ordinary ground, level. 


Then make your frame of ordinary 1-inch 
boards, put it on top of this manure pile and 
fill it inside with dirt, four inches deep, and 
you are ready. 


The. dirt that is thrown out in csbanahihe 


the hole can be_used to bank up around the ._ 


frame, practically to the top of it and ex-- 


tending back a foot or so on each side to 


protect the hotbed from the cold weather. 


- The back side of the hotbed should be the 


highest, and I generally get this by using a 
12-inch board at the back side and an 8-inch 


board at the front, although it might be well i 


to give it even more pitch than this. 


The hotbed can be covered with either 
cloth or glass. frames. Glass frames are a 


‘little the best, but they are quite expensive. 
The operating of the hotbed is best learned 


by actual experience. You have to make 
two or three of them and spoil part of them 
before you learn, but that is the only way to 
learn. 

The main thing is to get started on them 
and get your cabbage and tomato seed 
planted.

If you don’t want to go to the trouble of 
making a hot bed or haven’t enough good 
manure on hand to build one, you can do 
very well with a cold frame. 

A cold frame is built same as you build 
the frame for a hot bed. It should be about 
eighteen inches high at the back side and 
twelve inches at the front. Place it in a 
sheltered sunshiny situation and back around 


so that the wind will not get in. Cover with © 


glass or Glass Cloth. 


Plant seed in a cold frame a week or so 


later than you would in a hot bed. You can > 


grow all hardy vegetables, such as. cabbage, 
cauliflower, beets, lettuce, radish, onions, 
and kohl rabi. ‘ 

Beets, 
easily as cabbage. And you can advance 
radishes a couple of weeks by planting them 
in this cold frame. Of course, the soil shouid 
be rich and mellow. 


Starting Plants in the House 


A hot bed is the best place to start plants 
if you are willing to go to the trouble to 
make a good one. However, a box of good 
dirt placed in a south window of the house 
where it will get as much sunshine as pos- 


sible and in a room where the temperature 


does not vary much is good. 

If the soil you use does not already contain 
a large percent of humus, use-about 50 per 
cent well rotted manure. This amount is 


only suggestive, as there is a wide difference 
in different samples of dirt. What I mean by 
“Well rotted manure”’ is manure that could 
almost be classed as dirt. Don’t use fresh 
manure. ; , 
Cover all: small seeds about one-half inch 
deep. Make the rows 3 to 4 inches apart. 
Keep the surface soil moist until the plants

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Fruit Trees 


Should be set as indicated in the “5 Hasy 
Steps in Planting.’’ Also see Planting Chart 
on Page 28. Set Apples 30 to 40 feet apart 
and Peach, Apricot, Cherries, Plum and Pear, 
15 to 20 feet apart. Some folks prefer to 
plant Apples 40 feet apart and set smaller 
trees such as Peach, Plum and Cherry in as 
filler trees. Small fruits, asparagus, and 
rhubarb may be planted in the orchard to 
give you immediate revenue. ~ 


PRUNE FRUIT TREES before planting as. 
jllustrated in picture—both roots and tops. 


Cut just.above a bud which faces out. When 
properly pruned, they should not have more. 
than 3 to 4 branches, and these. should be 
cut to not more’than 4’or 5 buds. As tree 
grows, prune in early spring, remove crossed 
and crotched limbs. Trim apples to a central 
leader with limbs on different sides at differ- 
ent heights, peaches _so they grow low (cut 
back leader and all bfanches very short), and 
don’t prune cherries ar plums except to re- 
move broken wood or. crossed branches. 


Shade Trees 


Plant the same as-fruit trees. Be sure the 
soil is tramped in firmly about thé roots, and 
that there are no air pockets left. Give plenty 
of space between trees. .Large sgrowers— 
Elms, Soft Maples, etc. 30 to 50 feet. Medium | 
growers—Chinese Elm, American Linden, etc. 
25 to 40 feet. They may be set closer if you 
need to. At the time of planting, cut back 
all side branches at least, one-half, but do 
not cut back the main stem. Remove entirely 
any branch that threatens to become a double 
leadér or any branch that forms too sharp 
a crotch with the main stem and might be 
broken later by a’snow load. Cut off bruised 
and broken roots. If any further pruning is 
necessary, prune in early spring to remove 
bad crotches and cross limbs. In all pruning 
be sure not to leave any stubs but cut the 
branch off flush with the trunk. 

Any shade trees over 6 feet tall should be 
staked for at least a year. Drive a. good 
strong stake deeply into the ground beside 
the tree, and tie the tree loosely to the stake 
with several ties. If rope or wire is used, 
run the same to. an old inner tube or wrap 


in burlap or rags so not to cut into the trunk 


of the tree. 


Windbreaks 


Every farm home should have a good 
windbreak to stop the cold winds and snow 
in the winter making the home many de- 
grees warmer, and protecting the livestock 
for quicker, heavier winter gains. In the sum- 
mer, a good windbreak stops the hot, drying 
winds. 
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Varieties suitable for each row: 

Rows 1 and 2 — 

Chinese Elm, Caragana, Russian Olive, Wil- 

low, Mulberry—planted 4 ft. apart. 

Rows 3 and 4 
Carolina Poplar, Soft. Maple, Elm, Ash 
planted 6 ft. apart.

Cottonwood, Am. Elm, 
6 feet apart.

Austrian Pine, Spruce, 
to 10 ft. apart. 
‘Besides giving protection the windbreak 

is a source of firewood, lumber, and_ posts, 

and a never ending. satisfaction of having 
something green and cooling right at hand 
for both man and animal. 

_Here’s a quick, easy way to plant wind- 
break trees. First take a walking plow, 
throw out a deep furrow along the row of 
trees to be planted. (Plow fast enough so 
as to throw dirt well out of furrow.) Second, 
put each individual tree against the straight 
edge of*the furrow, then throw the loose 
dirt in over the roots. Pack firmly with, the

Miscellaneous Tips 


Planting or Transplanting—Fall or early 
spring are the times best suited for trans- 
planting. Practically anything can be trans- 
planted in those periods providing proper 
care is taken that the plants do not dry out, 
and that. the roots are not too long exposed 
to sun or wind. In transplanting from one 
location to another, or from one home to 


another in case you are moving, it is safest to . — 


move as much dirt as possible in a ball along 
with the root. This is particularly true of 


Evergreens’ and large trees with trunk more. — 


than 4 inches in diameter. Always replant 
at the same depth that the plant was origin- 
ally growing. Always tramp ‘the dirt in well 
around the roots so theré are no air pockets. 
Always leave a cup-like depression around 
the plant so it may be well watered occasion- 
ally until it is well established and growing. 
And, a good safe rule is to prune back one- 
half of the top of most any plant that you 
move, with the exception of the Hyergreen 
and the main trunks of shade trees. If neces- 
sary to store plantsawhile in the winter 
before planting in a new location, take up 
lots of dirt with the roots and cover the ball 
of soil with burlap, and place in a dark cool 
eorner of your basement. Water occasionally 
except the strawberries, as they are better 
allowed to be quite dry. Be sure the hole you 
Make at the new place is plenty big. 
Winter Mulch—A Winter Mulch is es- 
sential with all newly planted plants—no 
After the first 
winter except in extreme northern states, it 
is not absolutely necessary that it be applied 
except to strawberry beds. Strawberries 
should always be muleched. On fresh planted 
shrubs, trees,-roses, peonies, oriental poppies, 
the best possible mulch is a good mound of 
dirt pulled over the plants just before freez- 
ing time. On roses, shrubs and trees, the 
mound should be at least a foot high. It 


won't do any harm if it is 18 inches high. 
For Oriental Poppies and peonies it should be 


at least 6 to 9 inches. This is to keep the 
plants from heaving out of the ground by 
frost action. It is desirable to cover this 
mound with straw, hay or some sort of a 


litter 3 or 4 inches deep if you have the 


same to put on. It is not absolutely necessary . 
that this be done, except that the litter keeps 
the soil motind from washing away in the 
winter thaws. In the spring after the ground 
thaws, pull these mounds of soil away and 
the plants will start to grow. 

On Perennials and strawberries and such 
plants with a soft: crown, where a pile of. dirt 
cannot be put on the plants without injury, 
cover after the ground freezes with about 6 
inches of Oat or Wheat straw or some other 
light mulch that. will not pack and rot. Do 
not apply until after the ground freezes or 
the mice will get in and make their holes and 
eat your plants during the winter. Do not 


remove mulch until after the ground com- | 


pletely thaws in the spring and then remove 
top of the mulch first and then gradually 
remove the remainder. 

Watering—Hoe or cultivate frequently, 
stirring the ground after rain or watering. 
In dry weather water thoroughly once a 
week. The best plan _is to make a basin 
around the plant and fill it full of. water 
several times tuntil the ground is soaked. 12 
inches or more deép. After the water has 
peed away, then Aill_up the basin’ with dry 
irt. ee 
It is much better to let the water run out 


“of the hose without a nozzle than it is to 


stand and sprinkle with a_ nozzle. 

Fertilizer—Sheepolizer,, being a natural 
fertilizer, is superior — never burns plants. 
Vigoro, however, has many of the minerals 
some soils lack in just small-.quantities .so 
is really more complete. Both furnish the 
three important minerals——nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potash. 

In using Vigoro, be sure that the fertilizer 
does not fall on the green leaves of the plant 


or it will burn them severely. When plant- 


ing never throw Vigoro or Sheepolizer in 


the bottom of the hole and then set the plant ~ 


on the fertilizer as it will burn the roots. 
Throw the fertilizer or Sheepolizer in the 
hole, then stir it up well with the soil in.the 
bottom of the hole before putting in the 
plant. It is well. to put an’ inch or: two: of 
dirt with no fertilizer in it in the hole before 
putting in the plant. This will avoid any 
possible danger of root burning.

Planting Fall Bulbs 


Fall and early winter is the only time you 
can plant tulips, crocus, daffodils, narcisstis, 
and the like. They spend the fall and winter 
making roots and then come up early in the 
spring. 
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Set at the depth and distance apart shown 
in the diagram. You can either dig out a 
complete bed or simply a small hole for 
each bulb. Some people put a little sand in 
each hole which.is nice as it allows drainage. 
Don’t allow air spaces about the bulb and 
be sure to PACK THE EARTH DOWN 
FIRMLY. If you wish, you may put a little 
fertilizer BELOW each bulb for the roots to 
feed on. Do not let the bulb touch it. 
It’s a good idea to mulch with lawn rak- 
ings or straw or rotted manure. After bloom- 
_ ing next ‘spring, allow the tops to die down 
~ naturally and then either dig and store, or 
Jeave for another season of bloom.

Blueberries

- After the soil has been thoroughly. pre- 
pared, set the plants 3 ft. apart in rows 4 
ft. apart. Don’t crowd the roots. Pack the 
earth around solidly. After planting, mulch 
with a heavy application of well rotted barn- 
Plants can be left to trail on 
the ground the first season. In the fall, after 
the growth has stopped, prune back about 
one-half of all new growth, and just before 
the ground freezes, cover with several inches 
of straw. 

Once the vines commence to bud, they 


‘should be fastened to a trellis, similar to a 


grape trellis. Build a three-wire trellis with 
the top wire about 5 ft. from the ground 
and the bottom wire not lower than 2 ft. 
from the ground. Weave the vines fan shaped 
on these wires. Don’t cultivate much, just 
enough to remove the weeds. It is best to 
remove any very small canes that are found, 
and shorten the longer ones at the time of 
putting the canes on the trellis wires in the 
spring, Old canes should be cut out and de- 
stroyed after the crop is harvested. . 


Cannas 


Plant late in spring in rich bed. Cover 
with 2 inches of fine soil pressed firmly. Or 
dig a deep bed and place manure and fine top 
soil 6 in. deep below the bulbs. Water in 
dry weather. Cannas like sun. Piant 18 in. 
apart. After tops are killed by frost, dig 
and store in cave or cellar where dry and 
sae You can cover with dry sand or saw- 

ust. 

Do’ not. divide the roots until towards 
planting time. Cut them in pieces with two 


or three eyes or buds to each piece. 


Currants and Gooseberries 


Plant in any rich moist soil, or even where 
there is part shade. This doesn’t seem to 
bother these plants. Cultivate to hold moist- 
ure and put them about 4 feet apart. Keep to 
edge of garden so they are not in way of 


plowing. 
Dahlias 


Plant in well-drained sunny location, after 
soil is warm. Dig holes 6 in. deep 2 feet 
apart, and plant tuber on side with .eye up 
and cover with 3 in. dirt pressed firmly. Fill 
hole gradually as plant grows. 

“When plant is above ground, remove all 
but one sprout and pinch that back when 
12 to 15 in. high to force lower growth. Dig 
in fall after first frost. Cut tops to roots 
and store upside down in cool dry cellar or 
cave. Divide in spring and be sure to get 
one eye with each division. 


Evergreens 


Evergreens are not particular about the 
soil, but they like lots of water when first 
planted. Water daily if necessary until they 
are well established. Give them fertilizer 
now and then, and give them a mulch over 
winter. It is not necessary to wrap or in any 
other way protect them, at this season. Do 
not prune except Junipers and Arbor Vitae 
which can be pruned to any shape desired. 


Gladiolus 


Plant 5 to 6 in. deep and 4 to 8 in, apart, 
in sunny location. Plant at intervals of two 
weeks for longer period of bloom. When 
tops die, dig bulbs, cut off tops and dirt and 
store in cool, dry place. 

in the 


Gladiolus can be planted early 
spring, and as late as the first of July. 


Grapes 

Dig hole big as though plant- 
ing an apple tree, and use the 
same method. Remove part of 
tops and roots as shown in pic- 
ture on “Top pruning line,” and 
“Bottom Pruning Line.’ Leave 
two buds above surface. Set 6 
ft. in rows 8 ft. apart. First 
year only the main stem should 
be allowed to grow and one vine 
trained each way on 2 trellis 
wires about 24” and 36” above 
ground respectively. 

PRUNING GRAPES: Prune 
only in the winter when vines 
are dormant and weather not too 
cold. Keep in mind that canes 
that have borne fruit one year 
will not bear again. So prune 
off all old. canes (year old 
shoots) coming out from main

These 
should be ‘cut back to 3 or 4 buds each (6 
to 8 in. long). From these buds (found at 
the joints) come new shoots that bear leaves 
and grapes the following summer. 4 of these 
New Shoots will be used the NEXT WINTER 
as above, etc. 


Hedging 


Dig trench 10 in. 
wide. Set plants along 
straight side of 
trench as shown in 
Tlustration J and a 
trifle lower than they 
were in nursery row. 
Trim within five 
inches of ground im- 
mediately after plant- 
ing to give bushy 
growth. When new 
growth starts, nip off 
the end of each 
srowth to stimulate ; 
branching. Set privet and other upright va- 
rieties 6 to 12 in. apart; Barberry and other 
bushy shrubs 1 foot apart; tall shrubs for 
high hedges 2 to 4 feet apart. 

HEDGE PRUNING—Hedge pruning should 
be done several times each season—before 
growth starts in the spring, in May and in 
July. An evergreen hedge should be clipped 
in late May or early June after the new 
srowth has_ started. ‘If you have a weak, 
straggly hedge, cut it back to within a few 
inches of the ground, fertilize it well and it 
will grow out nicely for you. Always prune

Hydrangeas 


They thrive best in a rich, moist soil, and 
flower freely either in a sunny or shady sit- 


uation. Severe pruning should be practiced, 
and the weak growth thinned to have good 
blooms. Blue Hydrangeas need some winter 
protection. 


Iris 


Plant shallow with rhizomes just barely 
covered with dirt. Spread roots like: fingers. 

Be sure to place Iris where they will get at 
least a half day’s sun and good drainage. Do 
not let them be crowded by other plants. It 
is necessary to dig, separate and replant your 
Iris clumps every three to five years. Trans- 
plant in August or September. If planted 
early enough will bloom next spring. 


Lilacs 


Plant several inches deeper than they were 
planted in the nursery row. They like an 
early planting and a fairly sweet soil. Trim 

eutting out old blooms. Don’t prune tops 
severely and prune only right after blooming. 
tet the new French Hybrids for all colors in 

ilacs. 


Lilies 


Plant all Lilies on well drained soil. Do 


not use manure. Plant either fall or spring 
(except Madonna which is fall planted). If 
you plant in the fall, mulch lightly to pre- 
vent freezing and thawing. Good idea to put 
2 in. of sand below bulbs. Plant . bulbs 
at depths specified for each’ variety in the 
catalog. 

The planting depth should be three times 
the diameter of the bulbs. Move lilies after 


they have been in one place for a few years 


as the bulbs become~..overcrowded. Plant 


where there is plenty of sunshine. 


Narcissus 


Narcissus, which are also called Daffodils 
and Jonquils, must be planted in the fall. 
Give them a fully sunny location. They like 
plenty of water. Give them a light mulch 
or the winter. Place the bulbs upright, 
soil. 

After blooming, allow the tops to die down 
naturally and then either dig and store or 
leave for another season of bloom, 





Peonies 


Plant in rich soil, thoroughly spaded. It 
is extremely important that the pink eyes 
should be planted between 1% to 2 inches 
below the ground level. Never plant them 
deeper than this nor any shallower. This is 
the most important point in planting peonies. 

Plant either spring or fall. Peonies are 
heavy feeders and should be fertilized well. 
Spade in manure and bone meal or Sheepoli- 
zer way deep, below the roots. Water often. 
They are so easy to grow and so beautiful, 
plant lots of them. 

You may dig and divide your clumps of 
peonies in the fall, though they probably 
will not need it for several years. Be sure 
to get several eyes on each piece. Cut off: 
any bad or rotted places. Peonies must be 
planted in full sun. 


Perennials 


Plant as soon as _ plants 
arrive, in good rich soil. 
Set so top of clump is just 
under surface of soil about 
% in. If growth has 
started set crown (where 
roots join tops) at the sur- 
face. See Mllustration).

Raspberries 


Same as blackberries. Cover roots about 
3 to 5 in. deep depending on size plants you 
order.

Rhubarb + 


Plant 3 feet apart in good garden soil so 
crown is 1 to 2 in. low surface of soil. 
Plant either spring or fall. 

Give plenty of moisture. Clean cultivation 
and feed generously. No stalks should be 
pulled until the second year, and then only 
little. After that they may be pulled as long 
as you can_use Asparagus. You may dig, 
divide and move in the fall or spring. 


Roses 


- Plant in rich soil, 
‘well-drained, sunny lo- 
cation, with bud (where 
top joins brown root) 
2 in. below the surface. 
Plant ‘as suggested in 
the general planting di- 
rections early in spring, 
except dirt is mounded 
bie viead 3 jegi 6) in. high 
above the plant and 
left about 10 days un- 
til buds start when it 
should be removed. Set

6 ft. Most of our roses 
are pruned, ready for 
planting, but if not, cut 
back to just above the 
mound of dirt you have Planted Rose 
piled up.

LATER CARE: Prune back severely in 
early spring to within 5 or 6 inches of the 
ground to.forece new growth. (Hybrid Per- 
petuals should be left 15 in. long. Climbers 
should have wood that bloomed cut out each 
summer.)

pressed firmly around the roots leaving no 
air pockets. Dust your roses regularly every 
two weeks after the leaves first appear with 
Henry’s Bug Dust.

Strawberries 


_Pulverize ground thoroughly. Set plant 
with crown just at the surface of the earth. 
DO NOT GET CROWN COVERED. (See 
Tilustration F). Be sure’ roots. are spread 
out fan shaped and hang down full length 
without crowding. Press soil firmly and re- 
move dry or bruised leaves. Plant early as 
you can work the soil in spring. For field 
work set 24 in. apart in rows 8 ft. apart 
and in garden work about 24 in. apart each 
way.

This mulch can be left on the following sea-. 


son to retain moisture and keep down weeds. 
Strawberry plants will not cross fertilize, so 
you can plant the varieties you choose. If 
bed is too crowded, thin out old plants. Some 
people let runners fill the rows and dig the 
old_rows every two years. 

Grub worms sometimes bother strawberries 
planted in~-sod or new. soil so it is best to 
prepare the bed in the fall if you are plant- 
ing them in new soil. We do not. advise

In Glass Jars 


Here is the way we have been making sauer 
kraut right in the glass jars the last few years 
and it works fine. - 

Cut or slice or chop the cabbage in the usual 
way and put it right in the glass jar. Don’t stamp 
it in tight and solid, but just shake it down enough 
to settle it nicely. Put in a rounded teaspoon of 
salt to each quart, and then pour in boiling soft 
water to within a half inch of the top of the jar, 
seal it up, and put it away down cellar and forget 
it. In about 3 weeks it will be ready to use and 
will keep a long time. We have some that is two 
years old, and still good. 

We catch rain water to get the soft water. Hard 
water will not do as it has lime in it which kills 
the acid in the kraut. oe
